From time to time one hears of costly 
litigation which confers no benefit on those 
concerned in it as plaintiffs. They may have 
cast-iron cases, they have the services of | 
the best men at the Bar, and a jury may 
award them substantial damages, but they get 
nothing because the persons sued have “no- 
thing. Recently I was told of a case of 
damage to the extent of over £250 that was 
abe’ to a motor. lorry by the carelessness 
ef the driver of another Whicde. The lorry 
was not insured, but when the owner Mé 
made- inguiries he found that it would be 
useless, in. view of the other man’ s financial 
position, to take proceedings in the courts. 

In view cf cases like these it cannot be 
cainsaid that there ig much to be said for 
compulsory insurance. Most large firms cover 
their vehicles fully by insurance, and, of 
course, every wise private owner takes the 
same precaution. But there are many men of 
no financial standing who use ancient vehicles 
for trade purposes and do not insure them. 
These people are a danger to the motoring 
community and the general public. 

In taking out a policy of insurance care 
should be taken to see that it covers all 
risks. It quite often happens that owners— 
particularly the owners of commercial vehicles 
—find, when it is too Jate, that their policies 
do not cover the driv er, the passengers, or the 
load. Motor coach owners especially should 
give attention to this point. 


Fuel Economy. 


The United States has supplied the latest 
process for securing fuel economy. A well 
known firm, manufacturers of a 50 h.p. six- 
cylinder car, testify to its efficiency, but | 
must admit that I cannot see exactly how it 
achieves its results. The process consists of 
coating the combustion chamber walis— 
mainly the inside of the cylinder head—with 
what is described as a cerium salt mixed with 
a certain proportion of silicate. The mixture, 
suspended in water, is applied with a brush, 
and aiterwards the cylinder head is baked 
at 400 degrees Fahr. for a certain period. 
Tests with a 50 h. p. six-cylinder car gave 
a fuel consumption of 9.2 miles a gallon with- 
eut the coating, and 10.5 miles a galion with 
it. In a hill test a speed of 68 miles an hour 
was attained by means of the coating, 
against 61 miles an hour without it. Bench 
tests also proved the usefulness of the pro-

Wireless Ignition. 

Wireless enters into everything nowadays. 
Robert Bosch, of German magneto fame, has 
patented two variations of what may be 
called a wireless system of car ignition. With 
the exception of the arin plugs the ig- 
nition apparatus can be placed anywhere on 
the car, and not only are the usual high 
tension wires eliminated, but also the 
mechanical contact breaker and distributor. 
Thermonic valves are used. In view, however, 
of the fragile nature of these valves there is 
room to douht whether this new ignition de- 


vice will supplant the durable and trust- 
worthy magneto. 


Lubrication. 


Oiling is one of the test nuisances of 
the motorist's life. Slowly, but surely, how-

AN ACTION DISMISSED. 


In Chancery Division, in the case of Eugene 
O'Sullivan v. John Maher Loughman and 
others, Mr. Justice Murnaghan delivered his 
reserved judgment in favour of the defen- 
danta. 

The action was brought by the plaintiff 
against the defendant and his assignees in 
bankruptcy to recover possession of two farms 
of land in Gortroe East and Gortroe, situated 
near Killarney, Co. Kerry. ‘The plaintiff 
claimed to be assignee under a deed, dated 
27th waatonegy’h 1919, of a morte e debt, and 
a mortgage dated 12th July, 1 id comprising 
these lands which had been mortgaged by the 
deíendant to the Nationa!

Two Liquor Bills. 


The silent sanctions of the Free State 
Constitution have produced a curious 
development. Just as Lord Randolph 
Churchill “forgot Goschen,” “so this 
country, in following, with friendly or 
hostile interest, the fortunes of the In- 
toxicating Liquor Bill (1924), forgot every- 
thing about its predecessor of 1923. Most 
people assumed, indeed, that the Bill of 
1925 was dead. It was passed by Dail 
Eireanm. Then it came before the Senate, 
was the subject.of a resolution in that 
House, and was dropped—apparently into 
the limbo of abortive legislation. It was 
not dead, however, and since its very 
name vanished from the newspapers the 
Constitution has been taking good care of 
it. Article 38 of the Constitution provides 
that a bill passed by Dail Kireann shall 
go to the Senate, shall be considered there, 
and, if not passed there before the lapse 
of 270 days, shall be deemed to have been 
passed by both Houses in the form in 
which it left the Dail, More than 270 
days have passed since the Senate con- 
sidered the Drink Bill of 1923, and now 
the Attorney-General has advised the 
Executive Council that the Bill must be 
submitted forthwith for the Governor- 
General’s signature and must come into 
operation. “ This,” said the Minister for 
Justice yesterday, “ will be done without 
delay after the next meeting of the 
Executive Council.” Two courses now are 
open to the Oireachtas. It may drop for 
the time beingy the new Bill—which, 
fought at every stage by the liquor trade, 
is making slow progress—and may allow 
the Bill of 1923 to be enforced until the 
later Bill’s fate has been decided towards 
the end of the present year. In that 
event a law will begin to operate next 
week which will prohibit the sale ol 
liquor in public-houses save between the 
hours of 9 a.m. and 9.30 p.m., will pro- 
hibit such sale in clubs after 10.30 p.m., 
and will empower the police to search 
clubs. On the other hand, the Oireachtas 
may decide to push the new Bill forward 
so strenuously that it will become law 
before the recess. If it takes this course, 
Mr. O'Higgins will insert in the report 
stage an amendment which will. repeal 
the Bill of 1923. The Dail will make its 
choice on Thursday. | 

The licensed trade and its political 
supporters find themselves in a dilemma. 
Moderate as are the provisions of the 
Bill of 1923, the trade has no desire to see 
them enforced. It can avert this slight 
curtailment of its facilities, however, only 
by clearing the way for the new Bill, to 
| which, in the present form, it is wholly 
hostile. We imagine that between to-day 
and Thursday the Bill’s opponents will 
take a careful census of their voting 
strength in Dail HKireann, and, if they 
calculate that they can destroy the Bill 
or make it worthless as a measure of 
temperance reform, will decide to force 
the issue without further delay. If they 
are doubtful of their success, they pro- 
bably will prefer the Scylla of 1923 to 
the Charybdis of 1924, and will vote for 
the postponement of the larger Bill. The 
drink evil is so urgent, and Mr. O’Higgins’s 
proposed reforms are so valuable and so 


Prom. | necessary, that postponement would be a 


blow to the hopes of many thousands of 
good Irishmen and Irishwomen. Never- 
theless, if the Dail decides to disappoint 
these hopes, the friends of temperance 
need not be dismayed, They can employ 
the next few months in a campaign of 
organisation and education. The recent 
debates on the new Bill showed that the 
advocates of excessive privileges for the 
liquor trade aseumed the absence of any 
public opinion on the subject. The atti- 
tude of some of them to the mildest sug- 
gestion of reform was openly con- 
temptuous. We believe that there is a

of 1924 is postponed until the autumn, 
the Churches, the ter societies 
and all the réspunsible cititzenship of she 
Free State ought to take the fullest 
advantage of the interval. We predict 
that, if they are even half as active as 
the liquor trade in seeking «to organise 
public influences, the result upon the 
resumed debates in October will be mani-| 
fest and important. In the meanwhile 
the Constitution has reminded them oí its 
supreme authority. Under that same 
authority they can insist, in the last 
resort, that a real measure of temperance 
reform shall be submitted to a referendum 
of the people. 


Progress in Spain. 

The Marquis de Estella, President of 
the Spanish Directory, is paying a visit 
to Tetuan, the capital of the Spanish zone 
in Morocco. In a speech to the acting 
Khalifa and other officials he declared 
that it was not the intention of the 
Directory to send any more armies if the 
insurgent Rifis should refrain from pro- 
vocative action. At the same time he ex- 
pressed the hope that civilisation and 
progress would spread to Spanish Morocco. 
By royal decree the administration of the 
country has been reorganised, and power 
has been concentrated in the hands of 
General Don Luis Aizpuru Mondejar, the 
High Commissioner, who has been created 
Resident-General. It is the intention 
of the Spanish Government to rely on 
local levies and the Foreign Legion for 
police duties, and it hopes eventually to 
be able to withdraw all Spanish troops 
from the territory. If conditions allow 
this step to be taken, the Directory will be 
freed from its most serious embarrassment 
and its position in Spain will be strength- 
ened immeasurably. The endless war in 
Morocco has been the chief ¢ause of all 
Spain’s recent troubles, and tepresents 
a constant drain on the resources of the 
country ; butit is difficult for any Govern- 
ment to risk the loss of prestige that 
would be entailed by complete withdrawal. 
Although the Directory has failed to 
solve the Moorish problem, it has suc- 
ceeded in improving the situation by in- 
creasing the efficiency of the army; and 
the danger of the latest aggressive move 
by the Moors, that followed the with- 
drawal of the Spanish troops, was met 
successfully. The Marquis de Estella in- 
sisted, in his speech at Tetuan, that the 
peaceful aspirations of the Directory were 
not inspired: by weakness, He warned the 
inhabitants that defiance on their part 
would call down swift retribution from his 
Government. 

Although the Marquis de Estella has 
not succeeded in carrying through his 
comprehensive schemes of reform, he has 
achieved some measure of success. A 
new political party has been formed to 
strengthen the Government, named the 
Partido Union Patriotica, and it is sup- 
ported by the military delegates. In 
respect to foreign policy the Directory has 
done good work. A treaty has been con- 
cluded with Italy and the provisional 
agreement with the United States has 
been renewed. A commercial treaty with 
Great Britain has been ratified, and 
negotiations with reference to the British 
Companies Agreement have been success- 
ful. The economic activities of the 
Directory also show promise of satis- 
factory results. The Railway Commission 
has finished its sittings and its report is 
expected shortly. When its recommenda- 
tions are transformed into law they 
probably will improve the . transport 
facilities of the country to a considerable 
extent. The effect of reform in this 
direction ought to be important, since 
railway communication in Spain stands 
urgently in need of improvement. Among 
the acts of the Directory, the new 
Municipal Law stands out as the most 
far-reaching and the most valuable. It 
provides for local autonomy and the de- 
velopment of local institutions, and, if its 
application does not fall short of its aims, 
it should do much to bring Spanish life 
into line with that of the more democratic 
and up-to-date European countries. The 
preamble to the decree lays stress upon 
the value of free choice of administrators. 
The Directory possesses the merit of resolu- 
tion and strength of purpose—a merit that 
was rare in former Governments in Spain 
—and its nine months of office have laid 
many foundations of reform.

Byron and the Abbey. 


When Byron’s stormy life closed a 
hundred years ago his heart was buried at 
Missolonghi, and his body, brought te 
England, but denied a resting place in 
Westminster Abbey, was laid within the 
village church of Hucknall-Torkard on 
July 16th, 1824. Later generations have 
judged him more charitably than his con- 
temporaries. Time's corrosive criticism 
has destroyed much that obscured his 
greatness, while it has left his poetry 
but the brighter in the world's 
esteem. Arnold's prophecy, that the 
twentieth century would rank Byron and 
Wordsworth first among the poets of 
the nineteenth is hardly realised ; 
but, without question, Byron stands 
higher now than even in the days when be 
was worshipped with an uncritical adula- 
tion. Lord Rosebery first, and now a 
group of eminent literary men, headed by 
Lord Balfour, have appealed in this 
centenary year for a righting of the harsh 
judgment a hundred years ago. 
They ask that a niche in the Poet’s Corner 
at Westminster may be consecrated to 
Byron’s memory and his name inscribed 
there as on the nation’s heart. It is recalled 
that once, in a graveyard at Ferrara, 
Byron came on a sepulchral inscription in 
Italian, “ Implora pace,’’ and breathed the 
wish that those two words might be his 
only epitaph, In this wish was all the 
humility of greatness. Surely there can 
be none so stern as to grudge to the poet 


who touched so many a soul to noble | ,, 
emotion and sang Greece free, the in-| Ti 
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the white civilisation of to-day is paying 
the penalty in the difficulties created by 
the huge populations of unassimilable 
‘blacks in the Western hemisphere. It was: 
Derimark that first (in 1792) made laws 
against slavery. In the first half of the 
last century slavery was abolished through- 
out the British Dominions; -France 
followed Britain in 1848, and emancipa- 
tion came in the American States in 1863. 
In Morocco slavery continues, and many a 
young life is condemned to the fate of the 
Christian captives of the Moors of old. 
In Abyssinia also slavery continued until 
our days; but the Empress Judith and 
Ras Tafayi have set their hands to the 
destruction of that last mark of 
Ethiopia's backwardness among civilised 
States. The Sudan was the greatest 
breeding-ground in the world for slaves, 
arid caravan routes across the desert have 
been traced by the whitened bones of 
victims who perished on the way to slave- 
holding lands. The British occupation, 
against which Zaghlul Pasha protests, put 


an end to those merciless raids.

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From OUR PARLIAMENTARY . 
WESTMINSTER, Monday. 
In the House of Commons this afternoon 
there was an unusually large attendance of 
members for Monday, the expectation of the 
full-dress debate on the Dawes report bring- 
ing members to town. The Distin 
Strangers’ Gallery was also unusually well 
cccupied, for Ras Tafari, with several mem 
bers of his suite, occupied the whole of the 
front seats during the question hour. ' 


Answering guestions by Sir Kingsley Wood 
concerning the State printing disclosures, 
William Graham stated that he understood 
that the committee which was inquiring into 
the question of State printing was proposing 
to make further inquiries about contracts 
now running, but it had no power to summon 
witnesses or take evidence on oath. He 
promised, however; to see what cou'd be dona 
when the committee had finished its work. 

The Prime Minister administered what 
seemed rather like a snub this afternoon on 
the question of the open diplomacy. in 
reply to Mr. John Harris, he stated that the 
Press arrangements at the forthcoming ‘un- 
ference would have to be the subject of ar- 
rangemer.t between the representatives. Mr. 
Harris then asked if it was proposed to get 
the Conference arranged on the basis of open 
diplomacy, when the Prime Minister replied : 
* On the basis of open diplomacy, certainiy ; 
but not the open diplomacy used as a parrot 
cry to-day.”’ " 

Mr. Thomas told Mr. T. Johnston that the 
Government did not -contemplate holding an 
Imperial Economic Conference this year. The 
question of an Imperial Economic Committee 
was still under discussion with the Dominions. 


It has been a night of big speeches, but 
their scope and character were greatly limited 
by the fact that the Inter-Allied Conference 
is a matter of the future and not of the past, 
and Ministers, past and present, were careful 
not to say anything which might prejudice 
the negotiations. Criticism there was, but it 
was of a very mild description, and the Prime 
Minister, in his reply, was very careful not to 
give an opening which would justify any of 
the leaders of the Opposition in delivering 
speeches which would throw an obstacle in 
his way or hamper him in any delicate nego- 
tiations which he is about to undertake. 

Mr. Asquith began the debate. He spoke, 
not from his place on the front Liberal bench, 
but from the first Opposition seat, crossing 
the floor of the House for the purpese.. He 
made a commencement by congratulating the 
Prime Minister on the approaching Conference, 
which he trusted would mark a milestone on 
the road nearer to the goal of international 
settlement. © He trusted that nothing would 
be said which would prejudice the. success of. 
the Conference, but this did not rule out 
review, criticisms, and suggestions. - Then 
came a reference to the old and new 
diplomacy. 

Mr. Asquith was beginning to doubt the 
wisdom of the substitution for the old 
diplomacy of teatable and railway station 
talks, tempered by ambiguous communications 
to the Press, which frequently gave rise to 
misunderstanding and led people to wonder 
how exactly the situation stood.

Naval Review. 


The last time the Royal Naval Reserve 
Fleet lined up for inspection by the King 
was in July, 1914, when, shortly aiter- 
wards, the order to demobilise was can- 
celled and the ships disappeared into the 
blue to remain on duty until the end of 
the war. This week, after four years 
rest, the Royal Naval Reserve go back 
to duty, and the exercises, commencing 
on Thursday, will last until August 7th, 
while on July 26th the King will review 
the whole Fleet off Spithead. It de- 
monstrates how very quickly the Navy 
changes its composition when it is re 
called that there is not a fighting ship 
of the 185 to be at Spithead that was with 
the great assemblage of vessels reviewed 
by the King in 1914. 


Convict's Holiday. 


It would be interesting to know what 
our grandfathers would have said con- 
cerning the latest development in the 
treatment of convicts. More than thirty 
men, whose good conduct has earned them 
the privilege, are to have three weeks’ 
holiday away from Maidstone Prison, 
going to Camp Hill Prison in the Isle of 
Wight. This is the first trial of an ex- 
periment in the humanising of the penal 
system. The men will live in buildings 
rather like cottages and will be allowed 
to cultivate little gardens one day a week, 
the other days being spent in work in the 
forest of Parkhurst. They will wear 
sailor caps, with navy blue coats and 
trousers, different from the usual prison 
wear, while they will. take their meals 
together and meet each evening in a 
smoking-room, where newspapers and 
books will be allowed. If they have 
money, they can spend it at a dry canteen. 


The result of this experiment will be 


watched most carefully: for, if successful, 
it will be widely extended. 


Olympians’ Return. 


The British athletes, who have been 
doing so well in the Olympic Games, re- 
turned home from Paris to-night, and the 
centre of interest will be removed from 
the Colombes Stadium to the great ground 
at Stamford Bridge, where the great inter- 
national relay match is to take place on 
Saturday. Some magnificent sport is antici- 
pated after the showing at the Olympiad, 
and with the pick of ‘the represéntatives 
of the British Empire opposing the United 
States athletes. The respective teams are 
to be selected on form shown in France, 
so that. the finest of the Olympic athletes 
should be engaged. . There are to be seven 
relay races, from four }~ndred yards to 
four miles, as well as a three miles team 
race, with high, long and pole jumping, 
“eran. the weight, and javelin and 

ammer throwing. With favourable 
weather an immense crowd is expected 
to be present. 


Reparations. 


If the forthcoming Allied Confeience 
ends in a satisfactory manner and ‘the 
report: of the Dawes Commission can be 
carried out, Germany will be called upon 
to make payments to the Allies next year 
of fifty million pounds, this sum gradually 
increasing until it reaches £126,000,000 in 
1928. The calculation is that by the time 
Germany has made the latter payment 
she will have rehabilitated her financial 
position and be able to pay considerable 
sums in addition to the £125,000,000. since 

ayments are also specified from railway 
nds, industrial debentures and special 
taxes. Our shares of these payments will 


‘total eleven millions next year, rising 


every year until twenty-seven millions is 
reached in 1928-9, after which we are to 
receive proportional payments with the 
other Allies. These payments for some 
years will not even pay the interest on 
our debt to the United States, but it seems 
that it is all we may expect. 


Marshal Foch. 


It is suggested that Marshal Foch may 
accompany the French delegation to the 
Allied Conference, but it has not been 
definitely arranged, though the Marshal is 
to be in readiness to come at any moment 
if he does not come with the other 
delegates. There is still considerable 
uncertainty regarding the French dele- 
gation. The Government authorities 
here have made provisional arrange- 
ments regarding a special train from the 
coast on the arrival of the delegation, but 
whether it will arrive at Dover or 
Boulogne was unknown. It does seem 
certain, however, that the delegation will 
be smaller than was at first proposed. 


German Aeroplanes.

Jt 
is true that the mgchines are declared to 
be for commercial purposes; but, at the 
same time, it is not denied that they can 
be easily transformed into use for war- 
like purposes.

PASSPORTS. 
CONTROL OFFICES IN THE 
UNITED STATES.

MR. WALSH AND PROTECTION. 


The Cork Progressive Association held its 
first annual meeting yesterday. 

The Free State Minister for Posts and Tele- 
graphs, in the course of a letter. referred ta 
the steady improvement that had taken place 
in Cork since the Association was estab- 
lished. Local industries, he said, “have 
got, or should get, an impetus through the 
imposition of tariffs, which in their entire 
range, by a strange stroke of fortune, apply 
to Cork. Boots and shoes, soap, candles. jams 
and preserved fruits, and coach-building gs 
all received protection; and it is their own 
fault if they now fail to make good. Cork 
ought henceíorth to be the centre oí the boot 
and shoe trade of this country. Likewise, 
there has been an encouraging pulling up in 
the spinning and weaving mills of Blackpool. 

‘I think it will be admitted, too, that here 
the Government were not inactive. A good 
deal depends on the people themselves in the 
long run. There is a great future for Cork 
if its citizens can only realise that the first 
and primary condition of progress is hard 
work.” 

The annual report recounted the efforts of 
the Association to bring the city out of the 
condition of chaos in which it was when the 
Association was founded.

““During the day the sun tried to come out 
a bit, and I was hopeful of someone | 
me from ship or shore. I could see the top o 
the Tower of Hook quite plainly, so Í deaded 
to try and catch their attention. I stood up 
and waved my paddle as you would with a 
semaphore. I also tied my handkerchief “to: 
it, and although I was signajling for four 
hours no one saw me. I thought when I saw. 
a little craft under sail that I had been 
sighted, but as they were tacking around I 
knew they were fishing. 1 also saw two 
steamers pass in the distance, but they did 
not see me. 

“I seemed to get into an eddy off the Hook 
and stopped in one place, and could not make 
any headway. The next tide took me down 
as far as Baginbun and the Keeragh Rocks. 
This would be about 7 or 8 o’clock in the 
evening. I thought that the next time I 
would come in with the tide. I was fairly 
spun out by this time. 1 had heard of people 
in the West of Ireland eating seaweed, so I 
started to catch floating seaweed with my 
paddle, which refreshed me a whole lot. It 
was not salty, and what I could not eat I put 
into my pocket. I was afraid to drink the 
salt water. 


ASHORE ON A WAVE. 

“TIT now gave my attention to trying to get 
ashore. It must have been getting on to 
midnight on Friday when I drifted in near 
the rocks. There seemed to be a lot of 
rocks around, some above and others under 
the water. I was afraid of crashing on the 
rocks, but with my paddle and good luck I 
missed them and got within fifty yards of the 
shore. There was a rock there that I thought 
I could not escape. but there must have been 
a good depth of water on it. because I did 
not touch it. I thought that two waves 
would have been sufficient to get in, but two 
of them passed me, and I was not anything 
better. The third was a big one with the 
hack wash of the other two, and when I saw 
it coming I said that I would jump, in God's 
name, so I left the raft, and Jet myself in on 
the wave. 

“It landed me against the cliffs, and 1 
hung on to them until the back wash cleared 
away. The cliff was forty or fifty feet high. 
but not too difficult to climb. 1 ¢limbed up a bit 
and waited until a little strength came to me. 
I then scrambled somehow to the top. I was 
so clad to get ashore that I felt. revive at 
once. I could see a light a short distance 
away. and I made towards it. On the way I 
passed a marshy field, where with my hands 
I was able to quench my thirst. 

When I came to the first house I knocked. 
but owing to it being so late they were afraid 
to let me in. I suppose they were afraid of 
raiders. 
another house, but when I came to it I found 
that it wag unoccupied. I turned back, and 
thoucht that I must get into some of those 
houses or I would die. I saw a man getting 
out of bed, and I asked him, for God's sake, 
to let me in. He dressed himself, and in five 
or six minutes admitted me. 


FIRST NEWS OF THE WRECK. 


I found that the place was called Porter's 
Gate, and that the name of the people who 
let me in was Walsh. There were two 
brothers and sisters, and they were extremely 
kind to me. and I could not have been better 
treated. Thev made tea for me, and gave me 
seme clothes while my own were being dried. 
and I think it was about midnight when I 
got there.’ We remained talking ee a while, 
and | then went to bed and had a good sleep 
until six o clock in the morning. f then be- 
came anxious about mv wife and four 
children, so I got a man to send a telegram 
to her. I only said on it: “ Lismore lost; 
John safe.” 

Mr. Fortune, local secretary of the Ship- 
wrecked Mariners’ Association, took charge of 
me, and was about to send me home by train 
when I met Mr. J. P. Rexhill, manager of the 
Cork Steam Packet Company, who had heard 
cf my telegram. and had motored down from 
Wexford. He brought me home in the car, 
having done all that he possibly could do to 
provide for me comforts in the meantime. 
Apparently the only information which The 
company had of the loss of the steamer was 
mv telegram. 

“I was awfully sorry to learn from Mr. Rex- 
hill that none of my mates had been saved.”’

It 
is alleged that the soldiers, after an ex- 
change of words, assaulted the boys with 
their canes. Next morning, when the bands 
and banners were leaving the Orange Hz} for 
Killeshandra, one of the soldiers shouted from 
the barracks—‘' We are the men from Galway 
and will meet you later.” The tricolour then 
was hoisted on the barrack wall. 

When the procession returned in the even- 
ing, from ten to fifteen National soldiers 
attempted to rush the Orange Hall, but were 
prevented by the arrival of the Officer Com- 
manding and of an armed picket. They 
succeeded, however, in smashing the windows 
of the Orange Hall with stones. despite the 
efforts of the Civic Guards and of the militarv 
authorities. An armed guard was placed 
upon the hall until early next morning, 

At about five o'clock in the morning, how. 
ever, when the guard had been :emoved, a 
number of the National soldiers :rossed the 
wall and entered the Orange Hall. They 
flung the drums through the windows, and 
men outside trampled on them. The banners 
might have received like treatment but for 
the arrival of an officer with an armed escort, 
who took the men in charge. 

On Sunday seven of the men were removed 
from Belturbet under escort The jnvident

OBITUARY. 


CANON J. H. KENNEDY. 


We regret to announce that the Rev. James 
Houghton Kennedy, D.D., Canon of St. 
Patrick's Cathedral, Dublin, and Rector of 
Stillorgan, died yesterday at his Stillorgan 
residence. 

Canon Kennedy was the son of the late 
Collector-General, Dublin Corporation, and 
entered Trinity College at wn early age, ob- 
taining a Classical Scholarship in 1666. 
Among the scholars of that year were Thomas 
Henry Carson, K.C., a legal writer of emi- 
nence; F. T. Edgeworth, Professor of Political 
Economy at Oxford, and William Colquhoun, 
Arclideacon of Derry. Dr. Kennedy was 
ordainedj in 1866. He held the curacies of 
Headford, Dalkey and Monkstown. He had 
been Rector of Stillorgan since 1879, succeed- 
ing the Rev. St. George French. 

Canon Kennedy bore the reputation of 
being one of the most erudite divines in the 
Church of Ireland. As Assistant Lecturer of 
Divinity in Trinity College, Dublin, he was 
particularly successful, his classes being 
largely attended and his lectures appreciated 
on account of their lucidity and general in- 
terest. He was the Donnellan Lecturer in 
1388-9, and on their publication his discourses 
were translated into German, being widely 
known on the Continent. He had the rare 
distinction of being three times select preacher 
to the University of Dublin. 

Canon Kennedy was not a pulpit orator. but 
his sermons were always informative. When 
he was quite a young man, the late cele- 
brated Lord Chief Justice of Ireland, James 
Whiteside, who was at the time a regular at- 
tendant at Monkstown Church, said of him 
‘that he made you feel the power of his in- 
tellect."" Dr. Kennedy was a Canon both of 
St. Patrick's and of Christ Church Cathedrals ; 
he was also Chaplain to the Lord Lieutenant 
of Ireland since 1902. The subject of his 
Donnellan lectures wes“ Natural Theology and 
Modern Thought.’" He was also the author 
of several articles in “ Hastings s Dictionary 
of the Bible,’’ and was editor of some of the 
Apostle Paul's Epistles. In private life he 
was greatly esteemed. 


MR. FREDERIC B. SWITZER. 


We regret to record the death of Mr. 
Frederic B. Switzer, one of the managing 
directors of Messrs. Switzer and Co., Ltd., at 
his residence, Woodville, Dundrum, on Sun- 
day evening. 

r. Switzer was the son of Surgeon-Major 
Bamlett Walker Switzer, Indian Army, and 
was born in India in 1861. His early business 
experience was gained in London. but virtually 
his whole business career was connected with 
the Grafton street firm. It was founded by 
his grandfather, and he entered it nearly 46 
years ago. Not a public nian in the accepted 
sense of the word, he devoted all his energies 
to the development of the business, whose 
later fortune he largely helped to shape. Mr. 
Switzer was a familiar figure in the principal 
fashion centres of the Continent. His judg- 
ment was sound and far-seeing, and his ap- 
pointment to the directorate of the company 
in 1900 fully justified the action of the board. 

In his earlier years Mr. Switzer-was a 
cyclist of some reputation, but latterly the 
gun and rod formed his principal recreation, 
and his infrequent holidays were devoted to 
these forms of sport. Mr. Switzer is survived, 
by his widow.

Ex-soldiers in Ireland, he said, were re- 
fused employment because they had served 
in the British’ Army, and many were on the 
verge of starvation. They could not be 
helped by that Association, as they did not 
come within the terms of reference.

THREE MEN CONVICTED,
